“THe annual return of the foreign trade of the 
Empire of Japan for the year 1900,” which has just 
reached the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, shows that 
the growth in American imports into Japan during 
the decade has been far greater than that of any other 
nation. The total value of imports from the United 
States into Japan in 1900 was, according to this of- 
ficial publication of the Japanese government, 62,761,- 
196 yen, against 6,874,531 in 1890, being thus nearly 
ten times as much in 1900 as in 1890. 








On Monday, Dec. 2, the United States Supreme 
Court handed down two decisions of far reaching im- 
portance. One was to the effect that duties cannot 
be collected on goods shipped from this country to 
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the Philippines or brought from thence to the United 
States. The other decision upheld the lawfulness of 
duties on American products shipped to Porto Rico 
on the ground that the imposition of these duties was 
a “temporary expedient” and was “in the interest of 
Porto Rico.” 


EXPORTATION of manufactures from the United 
States continues to show a healthy growth in nearly all 
important articles except copper and iron and steel. 
The export figures just made public by the Treasury 
Bureau of Statistics show that in the ten months end- 
ing with October, exports of copper have fallen about 
$23,000,000, and of iron and steel about $23,000,000, 
making a total reduction in these two classes of $46,- 
445,685. The total reduction in exports of manu- 
factures of all kinds during the same time is only $44,- 
162,856, thus showing an increase in the exportation 
of manufactures as a whole, exclusive of these two 
articles, copper and iron and steel. 








On Dec. 2, last, the South Carolina and West In- 
dian Exposition was formerly opened at Charleston, 
S. C. The principal speech at the opening ceremo- 
nies was made by Senator Depew, of New York, who, 
in the course of his remarks, stated that: “Surely, 
nothing in the story of the rise, decay and resurrection 
of nations equals the development and progress in the 
last third of the nineteenth century of the states which 
are bounded by the Ohio and Potomac rivers on the 
north, the Gulf of Mexico on the south, the Mississippi 
on the west and the Atlantic ocean on the east. Our 
trade with the West India Islands has received little 
encouragement. In 1900 our exports to the West Indies 
were greater than to all the republics of South and 
Central America together, greater than to all the far 
East, and greater than to all the countries of conti- 
nental Europe combined, leaving out Germany and 
And yet, while Canada buys 60 per cent of 
all her imports from the United States, the West In- 
dies only purchase 20 and South America 10 ver cent.”

CONGRESS is again in session and an influx of new 
bills of more or less interest have been introduced cov- 
ering an immense variety of topics. If all this new 
legislation found a place in the statute books it would 
be impossible to predict the result. Fortunately most 
of the bills introduced will die a natural death in com- 
mittee-room pigeon-holes. Among the bills introduced 
on the first day’s session many were meritorious, as the 
following list of subjects show: Three Pacific cable 
bills; bills protesting against the conduct of the war 
in South Africa; for the repeal of the bankruptcy law; 
to make oleomargarine subject to state laws; granting 
statehood to Oklahoma; creating a Department of Com- 
merce, Labor and Manufacture ; amending the constitu- 
tion so as to define assults on the President, Vice- 
President, members of the Cabinet and Justices of the 
Supreme Court, and giving Congress power to fix pen- 
alties; providing for a flexible currency responsive to 
the needs of business; a constitutional amendment giv- 
ing Congress power to fix uniform huurs of labor; for 
a tax on incomes and inheritances; for a permanent 
Census Bureau; for a constitutional amendment for 
woman suffrage ; for election of United States Senators 







































































by popular vote; admitting New Mexico to statehood ; 
amending and making more effective the act to protect 
trade against monopolies; and for the protection of 
colored citizens against lynching. 

There can be no question of the desirability of a 
Pacific cable, a permanent Census Bureau or the crea- 
tion of a Department of Commerce, Labor and Manufac- 
ture. Oklahoma and New Mexico have each fair claims 
to statehood ; aspirations of the former probably meet- 
ing with greater popular favor than the latter. Com- 
mercial interests, as far as we have gauged them, desire 
to see the present bankruptcy law amended rather than 
repealed. An income tax, woman suffrage, the gov- 
ernmental control of hours of labor and the election 
of United States Senators by direct vote are four ques- 
tions on which there is a wide difference of opinion, 
and the best interests of the country would probably 
be best observed by the postponement of any decisive 
Congressional action for a year or two at least.

Tue Nebraska Retail Merchants’ Association de- 
serve the thanks of all retail merchants for the good 
work they have done in sending a circular broadcast 
over the country, protesting against any legislation by 
this Congress making provision for a parcels post. 
This circular specifically opposes the passage of House 
Bill No. 6055, which was introduced in the Fifty-sixth 
Congress, and shows how the enactment of this or any 
similar measure would be a direct play into the hands 
of the mail order houses, and, consequently, inimical 
to the interests of retail dealers. This meaty circular 
further points out that the excess cost of carrying 
merchandise by parcels post over and above the postage 
charge would be an unjustifiable tax upon the whole 
people. 

An interstate parcels post would thus appear to 
place the dealer in the unjust position of paying slight 
additional taxation in order to build up an illegitimate 
competitor, which was fast undermining his vested 
commercial interests. 

There is no use in drawing pessimistic pictures. 
There is no interstate parcels post in this country to- 
day, and if retail interests make an aggressive stand 
against encroachments on their rights, there never 
will be. 

* * 

From a Chicago daily I learn that the department 
stores of that city are suffering from a scarcity of 
cash girls and saleswomen. The reason for this state 
of affairs is due, no doubt, to prosperous indus- 
trial conditions; for, as soon as the father of a fam- 
ily finds his earnings sufficient for the needs of those 
dependent on him, he has his daughters withdraw 
from the ill-paid work of the department counter and 
re-enter school. It is only on account of unfortunate 
social and economic conditions that women and chil- 
dren are forced to work outside the precincts of the 
home. 

It is to be hoped that this condition of economic 
betterment will continue. The patron of the depart- 
ment store will undoubtedly find the purchase of pres- 
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ents more tedious than ever this year and the uncom- 
fortable experience of trying to puzchase something 
from a department store clerk who has no 
knowledge of the business, and of trying to get change 
from a cash girl who cannot be found will be even 
commoner than in the past. 

If these Christmas shoppers spend a fatiguing 
day and arrive home worn out and disgusted with the 
annoyances they have undergone they have only them- 
selves to blame, as the remedy is patent and lies close 
at hand. Why should they not spend their dollars in 
the retail stores in their vicinity where their needs 
in the dry goods line will be attei.ded to by clerks con- 
versant with the dry goods business, and the cutlery, 
silver plated ware and other holiday goods they pur- 
chase at the corner hardware store will be sold by 
clerks who know a hawk from a handsaw, as the 
proverb has it? 

The dearth of young women who will accept a 
mere pittance for the wearing work entailed in a de- 
partment store is, as I said before, a sign of industrial 
improvement. Why should not the general public 
patronize retail stores and thus help to bring about 
an era of commercial betterment? If merchant and 
mechanic prosper, then the farmer and the professional 
man must likewise do better. As a nation let us make 
for prosperity rather than depression. The good 
fortune of all is the only sound basis for individual 
prosperity. “a ee 

I was talking the other day to a stock broker who 
declared that he had not an account on his books that 
was over eight years old except those of a few of the 
largest operators who were dominant factors in the mar- 
ket. Speculation is at once a maelstrom and a mirage. 
A dealer who would hesitate a long time before risk- 
ing $1,000 in buying a consignment of new stoves will 
rush suddenly to the bank, draw out that amount of 
money and invest it in options on ABCsecond preferred 
stock. At stated periods there is a tidal wave of specu- 
lation and the outside public is crazy to nibble at the 
baited hooks of the Wall street manipulators. On the 
surface the stock market would appear to sway forward 
and backward in regular waves, whose fundamental 
i.ws of oscillation might be readily and profitably fig- 
ured out; but in reality irregularity, professionalism 
and manipulation so dominate prices that money-mak- 
ing is extremely difficult. Losses, rather than profits, 
are the rule. Many an unhappy buyer has seen profits 
transformed into losses on account of liquidating sales 
made in periods of recession. The man who takes the 
stand that it is unwise to play another man’s game 
may miss an opportunity to make $10,000 on a $1,000 
investment in the course of a few days but the chances 


are that he will be far better off in the long run.

Rev. Dr. R. Heber Newton, the eloquent New 
York divine, in a sermon delivered Dec. 1, declared 
that it was unjust to say that every rich man is dis- 
honest and a hypocrite, as hosts of rich men are true 
to the light that they have gained, and gave the fol- 
lowing forceful exposition of the responsibilities of 
wealth. “Let us recognize the power of making money 
as having a place in the present economy of God and 
calling, therefore, upon men who have that power for 

















one supreme virtue—faithfulness. The power does not 
exist for the personal gratification of the gifted man 
but for the social service of the community through 
his gifts. That is a hard law of social economics today. 
It holds men literally to the responsibilities of trustee- 
ship. Jesus would say to the rich man of our time 
‘Your wealth is not your own. It is yours for the use 
of the community. You may not be called upon to 
give it away after the only fashion that was known in 
my time, but you are called to use it in larger and 
higher ways for the service of your fellow men.’ ” 

Wealth is not criminal, as anarchists and social- 
ists would- have us believe, and the man who builds 
a great factory, giving employment to thousands, is a 
benefactor to the race. The fortune amassed by the 
entrepreneur is a legitimate recompense for his excep- 
tional business talents, and is a mark of honor, not 
of reproach. The crucial point with the rich man 
comes not in the making but in the disposition of his 
wealth. If he spends it in a way to help his fellow 
man well and good. If mere personal gratification dic- 
tates its expenditure, then its possessor has failed to 
make the most of his opportunities for good, and can, 
in most cases, be said to shave abused them.

THe German merchants have been  unfor- 
tunate in dealing with the department store problem. 
After several years’ agitation it was decided that the 
panacea for commercial centralization lay in taxation 
and a law was passed, taking effect on Jan. 1, 1901, 
dividing merchandising establishments into four 
groups, as follows: 

1. Groceries, food products and drinks, confec- 
tionery, tobacco, smokers’ articles, apothecaries’ sup- 
plies, paints, drugs and perfumery. 

2. Yarn and twine, upholstery goods, mercery, 
drapery, woven, knit and embroidered goods, under- 
clothing of all kinds, bedding and furniture of all 
kinds, curtains, carpets and all material used in in- 
terior decoration. 

3. Household, kitchen and garden utensils and 
implements, stoves, glassware, porcelain, earthen and 
stone ware, upholstered furniture and materials thereto 
pertaining. 

4. Gold, silver and other jewelry, objects of art and 
luxury, bric-a-brac, articles of paper or papier mache, 
books and music, weapons, bicycles, articles of sport, 
riding, driving and hunting, sewing machines, toys, op- 
tical, medical, scientific or musical instruments and 
apparatus. 

The law further arranged that every store where 
aggregate sales reached $95,200 selling articles belong- 
ing to more than one of these groups should pay a 
special tax graduated according to the total amount 
of its annual sales. 

In operation this law proved a hardship to the 
legitimate dealer and not even a flea-bite to the de- 
partment stores, that it was aimed to regulate, as these 
latter establishments were able to compel the manu- 
facturers from whom they purchased goods to pay the 
tax for them. | 

A glance at the classification of mercantile houses 
shows that if any state in this country should adopt the 


German law, bodily, it would bear as hard on the legiti- 
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mate hardware dealer as on the department store. Paints 
are in one classification, twine in another, stoves in a 
third, and bicycles in a fourth. An assessor levying 
taxes under this law would, it will be seen, get some 
of the leading hardware dealers down for a maximum 
tax, while our American department stores could, no 
doubt, follow the example of their trans-Atlantic 
brethren and saddle their tax on the shoulders of the 
manufacturers.

In this connection I regret to see that an eastern 
contemporary, in an article on the stove traue in New 
York city, states that “Neveriheless, there is no hesi- 
tation in the expression of the opinion that too many 
goods are sold at lower figures than could be secured 
if a little more backbone was possessed by some who 
are eager to dispose of their stock.” 

It surely cannot help the conditions of the Gotham 
stove trade to thus give pubiicity to the fac’ that the 
market is irregular and prices are at sixes and sevens. 

I doubt very much if such amateurish criticism 
as this would be tolerated in western stove circles, as 
its tendency is to shatter confidence and break the 
market.

I was looking over a fire insurance journal the 
other day and found an interesting article on the ad- 
vantages of fire insurance to the merchant or manu- 
facturer other than the reimbursement of fire losses. 

The requirements of a fire policy are such that 
no merchant or manufacturer who complies with them 
can fail to find that they have, in a sense, an elevating 
influence upon every department of his business. If 
he is a manufacturer, he must keep his factory in a 
certain insurable condition; its cleanliness, the habits 
of his employes, and a thousand and one things bear- 
ing upon the insurance company’s risk must be matters 
of constant attention. If he is a merchant, he must 
so fortify himself by keeping accurate account of his 
stock, and additions to and withdrawals therefrom 
that at almost any instant he can, like a bank, strike 
a balance and find out whether he is making headway 
or not. Then, again, there is that feeling of security 
that is afforded the merchant who knows that under 
no conditions can the results of his life-work be en- 
tirely swept away from him. It makes him aggressive, 
self-reliant, and gives him a feeling of confidence that 
reflects itself in every business action.

MAKE MONEY AT RATE OF $4.000 DAILY. 


The Cuyahoga Steel & Wire Co., Cuyahoga Falls, 
O., are $125,000 ahead of the game, according to a 
press dispatch. A month ago this firm sold their plant 
to the Hartman Mfg. Co., New Castle, Pa. Now they, 
have the plant back and one-eighth of a million dollars 
standing to their bank account as well. It appears that 
when the Hartman Co. purchased the Cuyahoga 
Steel & Wire Co. stock, it agreed to pay therefor $250,- 
000 in cash and assume all the liabilities of the con- 
cern, which, it is said, amount to about $250,000. 
The purchasers paid $75,000 down, and about 10 days 
before the Hartman Co. went into the hands of a re- 
ceiver $50,000 more was paid. According to the con- 
tract, it is said, the remaining $125,000 was to be paid 
by Dec. 1, and this the purchasers failed to do. Be- 
cause of this alleged violation of the contract the prop- 
erty reverted back to the original owners. After the 
Hartman Co. took possession of the Cuyahoga Falls 
concern, the stock was put into the hands of a third 
party, and as he received the payments he distributed 
it among the stockholders. It is said, however, that the 
stockholders are willing to give the Hartman people 
30 days to pay the balance. In case they fail, it is 
said to be doubtful if they can recover any of the money 
they have already paid.

INDIANA RETAILERS WILL MEET. 


The Indiana Retail Hardware Dealers’ Associa- 
tion will hold their next meeting at the Hotel Deni- 
son, Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 19 and 20. 

M. L. Corey, Argos, Ind., the secretary and treas- 
urer of this prosperous association, is sending out the 
following letter to the membership anent this forth- 
coming meeting: 

“This meeting promises to be the best and largest 
in our history. We expect to profit by past experience 
in arranging programme and discussions to the ex- 
tent that no dealer who is progressive can afford to 
stay away. ‘The social feature will not be neglected, 
but this year the entertaining will be done by the 
association without asking outside aid. 

We have received about fifty applications recently, 
and the feeling expressed by dealers of our state who 
are not yet members shows they are interested and 
appreciate our efforts. We ask every one expecting to 
attend and join us at our meeting to write the secre- 
tary at once, so that proper arrangements can be made. 
Quite a number of complaints have been filed this 
term, but nearly all are satisfactorily adjusted. Pres- 
ent conditions show more harmony between jobbers and 
dealers than heretofore; they are respecting his rights 
and grounds (with a very few exceptions) and find 
they gain by adopting this course. 

Some trade papers claim that dealers are buying 
more from manufacturers direct than heretofore; this 
may be true in some places, but the contrary prevails. 
Some goods (specialties particularly) always will be 
bought direct from manufacturers, because, as a rule, 
jobbers cannot guarantee an exclusive vicinity sale 
contract. ‘The jobber that caters to dealers only and 
is not enjoying a good business must look for some 
other causes for the difficulty. There are still a few 
jobbers who do not deserve our patronage; their course 
demoralizes our business and encourages undue and 
illegitimate competition. They solicit the jeweler, 
druggist, grocer, department store, mill-men, black- 
smith, lumberman, contractor, and even the consumer, 
then expect the retail dealer to buy of them. A more 


absurd proposition would be hard to name, yet some 
dealers patronize them knowing the conditions. 

Again we have a class of so-called wholesale and 
retail people who use jobbers’ rating in obtaining lower 
prices, abusing the privilege to dispose of surplus 
stock; very often the latter class are our worst price- 
cutters. When the consumer states he wants to 
“see Jones before he buys,” their regular statement 
is, “He can’t sell at this figure; why, he buys of us.” 

The Lindsay Hardware Co. recently announced 
their policy in a booklet sent out to the trade; they 
say: “We will not sell to contractors, blacksmiths, 
nor consumers of any kind under any circumstances. 
We do not try to get your customers, but will rather 
help you to keep them. We do everything we possibly 
can to protect the retailer. We do a wholesale business, 
nothing else.” This statement every association mem- 
ber must approve. We believe there is a more general 
disposition to act fairly, to sell better goods on a profit- 
able basis, to assist each other in supplying the entire 
wants of the consumer, instead of allowing this trade 
to go to mail order houses or bogus bargain leader con- 
cerns. There is a more friendly feeling and better 
understanding between competitors than ever existed 
before, and we welcome and encourage it all, for to 
this end associated effort has been directed.”

CONSTRUCTION OF A HOT WATER BOILER. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Would some of your readers or some of your sci- 
entific men give us a plain, simple desigu, or directions 
for the construction of a boiler or water heater for a 
hot-water heating system. Something that is not com- 
plicated, is economical in fuel and at moderate expense. 
It is an indisputable question that the fuel question 
is one of the great problems of the century. He who 
is able to reduce the fine art to the world has _bet- 
tered the world by having lived in it. Please 
give us a thought on the subject. “INDIANA.”

ANSWER BY JAMES J. LAWLER. 

To fully meet the ideas and requirements of our 
subscriber, who has sent in the above question, it would 
be necessary to invent or discover some new and cheaper 
method of producing fuel. And yet even this might 
not bring about the desired results because it would 
depend upon how much profits the owners of such im- 
provements would take from the business. There are 
plenty of devices for heating purposes that have prac- 
tically no waste in the consumption of fuel and they 
are reasonable in price also. The greatest trouble in 
the fuel question can easily be traced to trusts and com- 
binations of capital who own the fuel of the world. They 
must have large profits in order to be classed as mil- 
lionaires ; they must be able to store away, which prac- 
tically goes to rot, .willions of the earth’s gold, regard- 
less of the poor and the consequences. It appears to 
me that the man who invents something that will 
soften the hearts of the rich and make them realize 
that even the poor have souls and bodily feelings would 
be the greatest benefactor to mankind since the crea- 
tion of the world. All the rich minerals of the United 
States are owned by rich individuals and combinations 
of the rich—not the government—and under such 
ownership there is no chance for cheap fuel of any 
kind. Let us suppose, for the matter of argument, 
that an ideal heating apparatus, such as our subscriber 
hints at, was produced and placed on the market for 
sale, and that it had a large sale broadcast throughout 
the. land, which would, of course, reduce the present 
consumption of fuel for heating purposes. The owners 








of the fuel product would soon see this as they would 
feel it in their business, and the result would be a rise 
in the price of fuel. Fuel, in our climate, is as im- 
portant as food, we must have some of each or perish, 
and it is true that thousands go to early graves each 
year for the lack of proper warmth. Should we invent 
a method of baking break by which it could be deliv- 
ered to the consumer at half the present price it would 
only result in doubling the cost of flour, because the 
trusts, who own all the grain product, would take ad- 
vantage of the great invention and put the exira profils 
into their own pockets in place of giving it to the 
people. The same is also true of alk other necessary 
commodities and will continue to be so until the gov- 
ernment of the land shall take hold and regulate mat- 
ters so that improvements will benefit the rich and poor 
alike. The revertible flue heating stove is an excellent 
and economical heating device, it provides good ven- 
tilation for the rooms in which it is situated, besides 
very little of its heat is wasted, as every inch of its 
surface, including the smoke-pipe, is available heating 
surface,so that the products of combustion pass from the 
chimney practically cold. The best constructed steam 
or hot-water apparatus could not do more than this 
and simply have the advantage of warming a series of 
rooms from one central point, usually the cellar. 

The best method known to the writer for saving 
fuel is to construct all windows in the house with 
double sash and glass, properly fitted, as well as to 
build all exterior walls of the house practically air- 
tight, with good non-conducting materials, which I 
have no doubt would reduce the cost of fuel one-half 
from that used by any kind of heating system. The 
more cold we keep out of our houses the less we will 
have to provide for in warming of the same, in the 
same way that “an ounce of prevention is better than 
a pound of cure.” One pound of the best coal con- 
tains about 14,000 heat units, but if the combustion is 
not perfect all the heat units contained in the pound 
of coal will not be available for warming purposes, and 
it is safe to conclude that there will be a considerable 
loss in combustion which will vary according to the 
style of apparatus and the attention it receives. Now, 
to get some understanding regarding the loss of heat 
through windows, I give the following figures: 

One square foot of glass will cool or extract 103 
heat units from a room per one degree difference in 
temperature between that of the inside and outside 
temperatures, and as we desire to keep our room at 
70° temperature, and as the exterior temperature is 
often at zero, there would be a difference of 40° be- 
tween the inside and outside atmosphere and by multi- 
plying the 103 by 40 we would have a loss per hour of 
4,120 heat units from one square foot of glass, and to 
again multiply this product by 24, which would be 
one day, shows a loss of 16,480 heat units. We will 
now suppose that we are to calculate on one ordinary- 
sized window, in place of one square foot, which would 
contain 15 square feet of glass, and from this we have 
a loss of 247,200 heat units per day. Dividing this 
last product by 14,000 gives the result of 17 23-35, or 
a little less than 18 pounds of coal per day, which is 
required to make up for the loss of heat through 15 
square feet of glass in zero weather.

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MR. CARPENTER REPLIES TO HIS CRITICS.

I write you herewith a few lines in reply to recent 


letters of G. L. Gray, Galesburg, Ill., and G. John- 
son, Chicago, published in your Tinshop Department. 

As regards Mr. Gray, would state that I did try 
t. answer both questions at once, for I regarded one 
answer as sufficient for both at that time, and I still 
think so. 

Mr. G. Johnson, of Chicago, says in the same 
issue of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN that tinners’ work 
varies in different localities. So it does. I say that if 
Mr. Grayor Mr. Johnson were in my position that either 


one of them would find it necessary to do very nearly 
all of the things Mr. Gray refers to in the beginning 
of his criticisms, namely, furnace work, plumbing, 
steam fitting, pump work, wind mill work and repair- 
ing umbrellas and bicycles. There is a great deal of 
bicycle work, and. I am very glad I am able to do 
it in a satisfactory manner. Mr. Gray should under- 
stand that I am working for myself, not for other 


people. I know there are men in the craft who are 
not capable of working for themselves. This is, in 


truth, an age of specialists, but in my location I had 
rather Mr. Gray should call me a jack of all trades 
than anything else. I have followed the profession, 
if you choose to call it so, for the last eighteen years, 
and as a jack of all trades I have never failed to give 
my employer satisfaction. I can accept a position at 
$3.00 a day and a steady job any time I want it, if I 
am a “jack of all trades.” 

Now, Mr. Gray, if you can say as much, and tell 
the truth, you should not criticise men who are capa- 
ble of making the best of opportunities, and if you 
ever are placed in a position similar to mine, you 
would be tickled to death to be dubbed a jack of all 
A specialist may be a doctor, but a doctor 
A man can be a tinner and not be

Now, a few words to Mr. Johnson. I will treat 
his case the same as I have Mr. Gray’s. I see that 
when he was in Ohio and Pennsylvania he had to do

BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report on the iron and steel situation: 

Iron and steel are strong and at the highest prices 
of the year. Inability to obtain supplies is complained 
of all the way from the furnace to the finished product. 
The switchmen’s strike affects Pittsburg and further ag- 
gravates the car shortage trouble. Some mills closed for 
want of steel and some furnaces for want of fuel. 
Merchant furnaces are reported running only half their 
capacity. Reports to Bradstreets of imports of Cape 
Breton iron, steel and coal are confirmed. Steel is 
practically unobtainable for prompt delivery. Wire 
and nails alone are weaker in price on competition. 
Plates are stronger and structural mills are crowded 
with orders. Bar steel is scarce at Chicago. Rail 
buyers are more numerous, but sellers are indifferent. 
Foundries have booked orders months ahead. Orders 
for railroad cars are very heavy. Hardware is in good 
demand. Copper is unsettled, and the tin boom has 
collapsed. 


IRON AND STEEL. 

Dealers in old material report the market steady 
and fairly active. The railroads are reported to sell 
their scrap to the highest bidder, regardless of the state 
of the market, but, on the other hand, some assert that 
stock is being withheld. The demand for old steel 
rails continues brisk, but there is little offering. There 
is a fairly good demand for yard scrap. Sale is re- 
ported of 250 tons heavy section tees at $18.25 per gross 
ton delivered at mill in Eastern Pennsylvania, and 150 
tons steel rails, girder section, at a price equal to $16.00 
per gross ton delivered f. 0. b. cars Jersey City. It 
is reported that 200 tons No. 1 machinery scrap have 
been sold at $14.00 per gross ton, 300 tons ordinary 
yard scrap at $13.00, and 100 tons stove plate at $10.50 
delivered f. o. b. New York. 


WIRE NAILS. 
Wire nails are quoted at $2.25 in small lots, while 
some trade at $2.35 is reported. 





CUT NAILS. 
There is little or no demand for cut nails at $2.35 
in small lots, as wire nails sell below the price of cut 
nails. 


BARB WIRE. 

Painted barb wire is quoted at $2.70 to $2.80 
from store in less than carload lots, and galvanized 
at $3.00 to $3.10. Carload lots from store are no lower 
than smaller lots. 





PLAIN WIRE. 
Plain wire is quoted at $2.30 in carload lots or 
less.
